Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of Huff et al 
in view of French Pat No. 2739947 is improper. Examiner disagrees, the combination would have been obvious in order to modularize the 
actuating means. With regard to UARCO. inc. v. Moore Businness Forms. Inc. 440 F.2d 580. 169 USPQ 263 the ruling was based on the 
fact the discarding of the non-essentiai part altered the essentiai part to function differently than originally disclosed. In the case of the 
modular actuator, the function of the actutor stays the same, merely the way in which it is moved changes. Furthermore, the linkage of Fr. 
-947 is irrelevant as the only teaching being utilized is of a modular actuator. Applicant is improperly trying to modify Huff et al. with parts 
of Fr.-947 that are not meant to incorporated, thereby convoluting an otherwise straight forward rejection.
